KING GEORGE TRYING 
TO SETTLE THE TROUBLE 


London, July 24.—King George 
has actively intervened in an at- 
tempt to steer the warring political 
factions to a peaceful goal. None 
is more anxious than he to avoid 
swamping the historic house of 
peers with a battalion of new cre- 
ations, and if suis personal influ- 
ence can effect it, he will arrange 
some plan for overcoming the pres- 
ent deadlock. His majesty today 
gave audience to Premier Asquith, 
\. J. Balfour, leader of the com-. 
mons’ opposition, and Lord Lans- 
lowne, the lords’ unionist chief. 


London, July 24.—The last act of 
the pariiamentary revolution was u8sh- 
ered in today with a _ revolutionary 
scene. For the first time in its his- 
tory the house of comrnons refused 
to listen to a speech by the prime 
minister. For the first time in its 
history the speaker was compelled to 
invoke the rule which empowers him, 
“in case of grave disorder,” to declare 
the sitting adjourned on his own re- 
sponsibility. 

No such hostile passions have been 
given free rein in a chamber which 
traditionally carries on {ts debates with 
chivalrous courtesy, since the stormy, 
days of the Gladstone home rule Dills.. 
Probably there has been no such pas- 
sage in the American congress since 
the reconstruction era. 

Jeers and Hoots, 

During three-quarters of an hour 
Mr. Asquith rose at short intervals 
and read a sentence or two from 4 
manuscript, only to be overwhelmed 
by jeers, hootings and cries, among 
which “traitor was the most frequent, | 
but with “Redmord,” “Patrick Ford” 
and “American dollars” often distin- 
guishable. 

Again and again the prime minister 
tried to speak, but his voice was 
drowned. He spoke a few broken, sen- 
tences, a word or two of which could 
be heard. Finally his mouth harden- 
ed and he glared at his tormenters 
like lon at bay——an Impressive fig- 
v Ap erent features flushed 
a He elosed his manuscript 

cried: 

| am not going to degrade myself. 
I Shall simply state the conclusion at 
which the government has arriyed.” 

Having announced the government's 
intentions as briefly and hurriedly as 
possible—although they were not heard 
—the premier sank back into his seat. 

Lord Hugh Cectl Led Outbreak. 

The leaders in the outburst against 
the prime minister were Lord Hugh 
Cectll, an intensely unpopular member 
of one of the most patrician families, 
and a young. barrister, F. E. Smith, 
who recently achieved prominence in 
the conservative party. The former 
kept up a constant fire of monotonous 
cries, and the labor member, Wil 
Crooks, in rough clothes and slouch 
hat, sitting across the aisle, severa) 
times jumped up as though about to 
assault him, but was pulled back by 
friends. 

The speaker's pleadings to “observe 
the decencies of debate’ were drowned 
in the tumult. The wonder was that 
the crowded houses did not come to 
blows, but the belligerent members 
were pulled down bv neighbors. Every 
means short of physical vielence was 
Successfully used to prevent Mr. As- 
quith from explaining the views of 
the government. 

Suspension of the sesston came two 
fours after the tumult began. The 
members dispersed amid a scene of vio- 
lent excitement, shouts of “traitor” and 
“coward” following the prime minister 
as he departed, to which the minis- 
terialiests hurled back cries of “You're 
Dhaten: we will win.” 

Asquith Issues Statement. 

Mr. Asquith tonight issued to the 
newspapers a summary of the speech 
he was prevented from delivering. He 
contended the principles of the ma- 
chinery of the bill had been before the 
people at two elections. By no form 
of referendum devisable could the opin- 
of the electerate have been more 
earefully ascertained. 

The government had accepted their 
important amendments in the house 
of commons; the purpose of the lords’ 
amendments was to set the machinery 
aside, The government had proposed 
epecifically to describe what were 
finance bills: the lords proposed to cre- 
ate a committee which the premier de- 
scribed as a junta, to determine what 
Were finance bills and what were mat- 
ters of great gravity—whatever that 
mikht mean—which should put them 
before the country by referendum. 
There was not a great budget of the 
last seventy years which could not 
plausibly have been thrown out by 
Such a junta.

Following the suggestion made by 
The Constitution yesterday morning, 
Fulton county’s delegation in the legis- 
lature will consider the advisability of 
combining into ‘one charter for At- 
lanta the salient features embodied in 
the two proposals now pending before 
the general assembly, the one provid- 
ing for a commission form of. govern- 
ment and the other providing for a re- 
vision of the present one. 

Walter McElreath, one of the three 
members of the lower house from Ful- 
ton county, stated Monday afternoon 
that he had read the editorial sugges- 
tion of The Constitution with consid- 
erable interest, and that he intends to 
take it up with his colleagues, Presi- 
dent Slaton, of the senate, and Repre- 
sentatives Brown and Westmoreland, 
6f the house, probably today. 

“T have not had sufficient time in 
which to consider the suggestion thor- 
oughly,” said Mr. McElreath, “but on 
the face of it it appears to me to be a 
good one. I have not talked to any of 
the other Fulton county members about 
it, but I intend to take it up wilth 
them probably Tuesday, and see how 
they feel about it.” 

Combine Two Charters. 

Since it is inevitable that endless 
wrangle and ill feeling will follow 
whichever proposal is adopted, and 
since each of the two proposals con- 
tain many meritorious features de- 
signed to eliminate existing municip&al 
evils, The Constitution suggested that 
the representatives in the house and 
the senate “take the two proposed char- 
ters and combine the best elements of 
both, adding to or taking from either, 
as eonditions demand, and from them 
perfect a charter upon which all citi- 
zens can unite in harmony and ac- 
cord.” 

While none of the representatives in 
the house and senate have had suffi- 
ecient time in which to consider the sug- 
gestion thoroughly, they unhesitating- 
ly declare that-on the face of it the 
suggestion appears to be a good one. 

It is generally admitted that wheth- 
er the revised charter as submitted by 
the city council or the commission 
form of government, as submitted by 
a committee of leading citizens, is ap- 
proved by the legislature, there will 
follow a bitter fight, the effects of 
which will be felt for many years, and 
the suggestion which makes it possible 
to unite all conflicting elements and 
at the same time provide this city with 
a form of government which will elim- 


present system, has met with general 
approval. 
In Interest of Harmony. 


“I think The Constitution's sugges- 
tion is the solution of the whole ques- 
tion,”’ said Representative George 
Brown, of Fulton. “When I read the 
editorial Moriday I immediately turned 
to my colleagues, Mr. McElreath and 
Mr. Westmoreland, and told them that 
l thought such a suggestion, if carried 
out, would prove satisfactory to all 
parties concerned. 

“We are all interested in the wel- 
fare of Atlanta. There isn't the slight- 
est doubt that all the wrangling about 
the city’s charter has already hurt the 
city, and in the interest of harmony 
and for the sake of Atlanta’s welfare, 
some agreement should be reached

Council Votes for an Amend-

Action of. Council Will Put 
Law Up to the People, but 
Divorces It From the Vote 
on General Revision of the 
Charter. 


To secure an amendment to the city 
charter so as to allow the people of 
Atlanta to vote on an elght-hour labor 
day clause, a resolution was adopted 
by the general council yesterday aft- 
noon by a vote that lacked one of be- 
ing unanimous, . 

A special committee submitted a re- 
port which stated, “the city attorney 
is instructed te draw up a charter 
amendment which will require no me- 
chanic or skilled laborer employed by 
the city or employed by those who do 
contract work for the city to work 
more than eight hours a day, provided 
that the charter amendment be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters at the 
nevt regular city election on the first 
Wednesday in December, 1911.” 

The action of council divorces the 
eight-hour question from the vote on a 
general revision of the city charter 
upon which the people will vote at a 
called election.

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Practice Law in Georgia 
Would Be Infringement of 
Her Rights as a Citizen, As- 
serts Mrs. Weaver. 


With only one dissenting vote the 
general judiciary committee, No. 1, of 
the house of representatives, yesterday 
afternoon took favorable action upon 
the bill allowing women to practice 
law in Georgia. 

The committee will report the meas-< 
ure back to the house Tuesday, with 
the recommendation that it do pass, 
and if there is as little opposition to 
it in the house as there was in com-< 
mittee Monday afternoon there is no 
question of its passage. 

The bill came before the committee 
om recommitment from the house. 
When first considered several days 
ago the committee voted to recommend 
that it do not pass, but the house voted 
to send it back to the committee for 
further consideration, with the result 
stated. 

Two Speeches in Opposition. 

Hamilton Douglas, dean of the At- 
lanta law school; Mrs. Douglas and 
Mrs. J. J. Weaver, and Mr. Beck, of 
Brooks, one of the authors of the meas- 
ure, urged its passage. There were no 
speeches made in opposition. 

Mr. Douglas pointed out that thirty- 
seven states in the union, including the 
District of Columbia, and Alaska, have 
admitted women to the practice of law, 
and that in only seven states are they 
not allowed to practice the profession. 
He stated it was an economic, not @ 
political question, and that women do 
not seek the practice of law, or any 
other profession for that matter, from 
choice, but from necessity). 

In part Mr. Douglas said: 

“We have searched in vain for any 
expression of the common law exclud- 
ing women from the profession of law. 
Custom and the usages of Westminster 
Hall granted permission to men. Some 
of the early statutes of England grant- 
ed the privileg@ to men who, upon ex-< 
amination by the justices, were found 
to ‘be good and virtuous and of good 
fame,’ and when they should be ‘sworn 
well and truly to serve their offices, 
and especially that they make no suit 
in a foreign county,’ but, the letter of 
such statutes did not exclude women, 
The custom and usages of Westminster 
Hall were incident to the prevailing 
order of society that to the domestis 
sphere only did the function of woman- 
hood belong; that woman had and 
could have no legal existence apart 
from her husband; that she could not 
engage in business for her separate ac< 
count, could make no contract with« 


lout the consent of her husband; that 


her separate earnings belonged to her 
husband; that woman from the deli- 
cacy of her nature, was unfitted for thé 
activities of the sphere occupied by 
men.

The 
other learned professions of this state 
are open to women; open alike to the 
sexes. There is no reason for an ex- 
ception of the legal profession, If na- 


ture has endowed woman with wisdom, 


if our colleges have given her educa- 
tion, if her energy and diligence have 
led her to a knowledge of the law, and 
if her ambition directs her to adopt the 
profession, shall it be said that forgot- 
ten fictions must bar the door against 
her’? 

“Whatever. the objections of the 
common law of England, there is a law 
higher in this country and better suit- 
ed to the rights and liberties of 
American citizens—-that law which ac- 
cords to every citizen the natural right 
to gain a livelihood by intelligence, 
honest, industry in the arts, the 
sciences, the professions and other vo- 
cations. This right may not, of course, 
be pursueg in violation of the law, but 
must hold to exist as long as it is not 
forbidden by law.” 

Matter of Simple Justice. 

In favoring the bill Mrs. Douglas 
Stated that she had been admitted to 
the practice of law prior to coming to 
Georgia, although she has not en- 
gaged In the profession because it has 
not been necessary. 

“However, if the breadwinner of my 
family had been taken from us,” said 
Mrs. Douglas, “I would have been com- 
pelled to earn .a living by practicing 
Jaw, and to qo that I would have been 
compelled to move to another state. It 
js a matter of simple justice that the 
practice of law be opened to women 
and [ cannot understand what argu- 
ments can be urged against it.” 

Mrs. Weaver, who will graduate 
from the Atlanta Law School next 
year, drew the constitution of the 
United States on the*committee when 
Bhe declared that the denial of wom, 
an's right to practice law is an in- 
fringement upon woman's rights as a 
citizen. 

Not Olasseq With Indiana. 

“The constitution says that no law 
shall be enacted that will abridge the. 
right of any citizen,” said Mrs. Wea-. 
ver. “I find the definition of citizens 
to be any one born in this country, ex- 
cept an Indian, or any person who has 
not been naturalized. Therefore, the 
refusal to allow women to practice 
law is an infringement upon her right 
as a citizen. Surely you gentlemen 
will not class us with the Indians.” 

Mr. Beck, one of the authors of the 
measure, made a telling speech in its 
favor, urging that it is nothing more 
than a question of justice and seeks 
only to give women the privilege of 
earning a living In the practice of law 
just as she ig given the privilege of 
earning it in the other professions.

Thereupon the old negro took from 
afound his neck his string of beads 
and said to the recorder:

Jedge RBriles, eber sence I wns er leetle 
boy. Hit wus put roun’ mer neck by 
my ole ol’ mammy who tol’ me hit 
would always gib me goed luck.

MACON’S FIRE APPARATUS 
THE BEST IN THE COUNTRY 


Macon, Ga, July 24.—(Specital.)— 
With the record of having spent 
$53,000 in the last year in improving 
the fire department, Macon is now 
conceded by experts to have the best 
equipped fire-fighting force in the 
south. . 

Under the direction of Alderman J. 
Ross Bowdre, chairman of the fire 
committee, and due largely to his per- 
sistency, the city has purchased two 
auto engines, two auto chemicals, built 
two new fire stations, bought $5,900 
worth of new hose, and an auto bugg# 
for the chief. 

Alderman Bowdre is now planning 
to spend $26,000 during the coming 
year in the purchase of additional auto 
apparatus, which, when installed, will 
entirely eliminate the horse from the 
focal fire department. Macon will then 
have the distinction of being the first 
city in the world to altogether aban- 
don the horse in its fire department, 
having an auto machine even for the 
hauling of coal. 


His Arrest Caused Joy. 

Mexico City, July 24.—Crowds in the 
vicinity of Belem prison hissed and 
hooted today when Ramon Castro, per- 
haps the most noted police agent in 
the capital, was conducted into the big 
building, himself a prisoner. In the 
interior his arrival was heralded with 
derisive jeers by the hundreds of pris- 
oners, many of whom had been lodged 
there as the result of his activity.

As strikingly shown in a communication from State Entomolo- 
gist E. L. Worsham, published today, anthracnose and the wilt, or 
black root disease, are today costing the state several millions of dol- 
lars annually in the loss of growing cotton; the activity of the south- 
ern pine beetle is threatening the destruction of large timber inter- 
ests, and the boll weevil, the most destructive of all the enemiés 
of cotton, now halfway across Alabama, promises an early invasion 
from which there is no escape. : 

It means a fight, unremitting and persistent, 1f Georgia’s crops 
are to be preserved, and in that contest there must be capable and in- 
telligent direction. The unaided, uninstructed individual could make 
no possible headway against these evils; he must be shown how. 
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The state department of entomology, ably directed, has demon- | 


| strated its capability in handling these diseases and pests; in exter- 
minating them, where extermination is possible, and in holding their

PLANT ENEMIES THAT COST 


MANY MILLIONS 
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Editor Constitution: In an editorial 
in Sunday’s paper you state: 

“Georgia is on the eve of sufferin 
an invasion- from the destructive bol 
weevil, yet not enough funds are 
available to fight this pest and mini- 
mize the terrible destruction which 
threatens the state’s great staple crop. 
Georgia's resources go unexplored and 
unexploited, while the health of the 
State suffers for lack of sufficient ap- 
propriations.” 

This is a very correct statement of 
the situation. The problems of insect 
pests and plant diseases are among 
the most important problems of the 
state today. With the famous boll wee- 
vil half way across Alabama and coni- 
ing at the rate of 60 or 75 miles per 
year, with the southern pine beetle 
threatening to destroy the pine timber 
all over the state, with the black root 
Or wilt disease of cotton and cotton 
anthracnose exacting a tax of several 
millions of dollars annually from our 
cotton planters, when one stops to 
think he can but realize that these are 
problems which affect the interests of 
every Georgian. 

The state board of entomology is 
making a strenuous effort to solve 
these problems, but the funds appro- 
priated for such work are inadequate. 

There are three problems which need 
all the attention we can possibly give 
them during the next three years, but 
no work can be suecessfully executed 
without sufficient funds, 

Wilt or Black Root, 

For the past six years the state 
board of entomology has been con- 
ducting experiments forcotton wilt or 
black root which is responsible for as 
much damage in some sections of south 
Georgia as boll weevil would be under 
most favorable conditions for its de- 
velopment. This is not an insect, but 
a fungus disease which occurs in the 
soil. It begins to attack the cotton 
when it is young and continues through 
the entire summer, killing almost every* 
plant it attacks. There are hundreds 
of acres of land in south Georgia where 
cotton has been completely killed by 
this disease, : The disease started about 
eighteen years ago, and has been stead- 
ily spreading over the state. During 
the present season it has been found 
in several placesinnorth Georgia, the 
highest point at which it has been dis- 
covered being Jackson county. It is 
now exacting an annual tax of more 
than $1,500,000. This disease cannot 
be controlled by ordinary methods, The 
state board of entomology has devel- 
oped types of cotton that will resist to 
&@ large extent this disease, and with 
the small appropriation which has been 
granted during the past two years we 
have supplied a large number of cotton 
gSrowers with the resistant seed. This 
is a problem which the cotton grower 
cannot solve for himself; the work 
must be conducted in charge of experts. 
Our appropriation should be such that 
we could get in touch with every farm- 
er whose lands are affected with this 
digease in order that we can get it 
eradicated from this farm before the 
much dreaded boll weevil arrives. With 
adequate appropriation we could erad- 
icate this disease during the next few 
years, but unless we can get it under 
control in that time it will get to be 
80 eXtensive that it will require an 
jenormous expenditure of money. 
Advent of Boll Weevil. 


We are trying to prepare Georgta for 
the coming of the boll weevil by edu- 
cating the people throughout the state 
as to what this problem means and 
what we will have to do in order to 
grow cotton profitably in spite of its 
presence. 

The main thing to which we will 
have to resort in growing cotton under 
boll weevil conditions will be to grow 
early maturing varieties. Unfortunate- 
ly all of the early maturing varieties 
which we have at present are killed 
from 50 per cent to 80 per cent in| 
south Georgia by black root. We are 
trying to develop types of cotton that | 
will resist black root and that will ma- 
ture a crop early enough to evade to 
a large extent the boll weevil. Only 
about 3 per cent of boll weevils pass 
through the winter, and if we can suc- 
ceed in getting cotton to mature its 
crop before the weevils that emerge 
from hibernation can give rise to a new 
brood or generation, the cotton crop 
can be made in spite of the boll wee- 
vil. It has been found that mature 
bolls are not attacked by boll weevil 
early in the summer. We have obtain- 
ed most promising results from. the 
breeding experiment, and it now seems 


that during the next three years we 
could have enough improved seed to 
Supply a large per cent of the cotton 
growers who are interested in the 
southwestern part of the state, where 
the boll weevil will first make its ad- 
vent. 
Boll Weevil Exhibits. 

In regard to educating the people as 
to what the boll weevil is and what it 
look like, as to what its life hits- 
tory, habits, etc., are, we are prepar- 
ing exhibits in glass cases of 
adult boll weevils, lafvae, pupae 
and infested squares, together with 
a brief outline of the boll weevil, 
its history,’ habits, etc., recommenda- 
tions aS to what steps to pursue pre- 
paratory to its arrival in Georgia. We 
hope to be able to place an exhibit of 
this Kind in every county courthouse 
in the state. 

Another problem which means much 
to Georgia is the southern pine beetle 
which is attacking the pine timber 
throughout the state, destroying thou- 
Sands upon thousands of trees. There 
are spots of dead and dying timber in 
almost every county in the state. This 
is not a new insect. There was a se- 
rious outbreak in 1890-93 in the Vir- 
ginias, and it now occurs in every 
State from Virginia to-Texas. At long 
intervals it seems that there have been 
serious outbreaks. The outbreak in 
the Virginias was checked by severe 
cold weather. During the past few 
years conditions have been unusually 
favorable for its development, and the 
dying patches of timber constitute 
danger signals for serious depredationg 
in the event favorable conditions con- 
tinue for its development. 

This is undoubtedly the most impor- 
tant phase of conservation of the pine 
timber of the southern states. Unless 
some active steps are taken for the 
control of this insect during the com- 
ing winter a large percentage .of the 
pine timber will be killed during the 
next two or three years. 

How Insects Kill Pines. 

This insect works in the bark of the 
tree and kills every tree which it at- 
tacks. There is but one remedy and 
that is to eut down infested trees and 
remove and burn the bark of the main 
trunks between November 1 and March 
1 No timber should be removed ex- 
cept at the above mentioned time. The 
removal of timber, however, should be 
done under the direction or instruction 
of one who knows this insect. The tim- 
ber can be utilized for cord wood, lum- 
ber or for other purposes. 

More research work should be under- 
taken on this insect, and there is a 
crying demand for active steps for its 
control. This is one of the problems 
on which the state board of entomol- 
Ogy is anxious to concentrate. The 
United States bureau of entomology 
is working on this insect, and has es- 
tablished southern headquarters at 
Spartanburg, 8S. C. Parties who are 
interested in this problem and who 
wish further information should write 
to the state entomologist or to the 
United States bureau of entomology 
at Washington, D. G 

These are simply a few of the prob- 
lems wherein the “health of the state 
suffers for lack of appropriations,” and 
it will continue to suffer unless we can 
have sufficient funds for properly con- 
ducting the warfare. 

Increase Is Asked. 

A bill has been introduced ifn the 
house by Mr. Paulk, of Ben Hill, and 
about twenty other members of the 
house who appreciate the value of the 
work of the state board of entémology, 
asking for an increase in the mainte- 
nance fund for the next two years 
from $10,000 to $30,000. This is a very 
sinall sum when we consider what this 
work means to the agricultural inter- 
ests of the state. To quote Mr. Ed. 
Howell, @ prominent farmer of Vienna, 
Ga., in @ letter of recent date: “The 
farmers of Dooly county alone have 
been saved this season as mutch as the 
appropriation asked for. I do not be- 
lieve anything at present is of more im- 
portance to the cotton growers of Geor- 
gia than the work which the state 
board of entomology is doing for the 
control of black root or wilt disease of 
cotton.” 

The state of Georgia cannot afford 
to be extravagant, but these dre some 
problems of vital importance to all in- 
terests as well as to the agricultural 
interests of the state.

The act 
goes further and say¥ that upon any 
violation of its terms being discov- 
ered, it becomes the duty of the gov- 
ernor to annul the lease. 

It was charged that

Morganton, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)— 
Protesting against the delay to which 
the teachers of Georgia are subjected 
in receiving their salaries, the Fannin 
county teachers’ institute today passed 
taught in the public schools last spring 
the practice and calling upon the leg- 
islature to provide a remedy for “one 
of the greatest problems confronting 
our teachers.” 

In part the resolution says: 

‘We understand that no more school 
funds are to be forthcoming for any 
of this year’s work until November 
next, and that so far as the state is 
concerned, the teachers who have 
taugh in the public schools last spring 
and those who teach this summer will 
be forced to wait for their pay until 
the late fall. These delays, in view of 
the prompt payment of other state and 
county employees, are unjust, uncalled- 
for, unreasonable and have no substan- 
teal excuse for their cause. We know 
of no public servants of any kind or 
calling who do not get from the state 
prompt compensation for their services. 
Many of these perform only mechanical 


duties and get, as they should, prompt 
payment for their work. But the 
teacher who has to go through years 
of struggle, toil and preparation, to 
say nothing of expense, and who, more- 
over, deals with the spiritual, intel- 
lectual and moral nature of the child 
which is the most precious jewel of 
the home and the hope of our country 
—this teacher must go for months 
without compensation for the earnest, 
honest service of his hand, his mind 
and his heart. Oftentimes he must 
borrow money and pay interest thereon 
to defray the actual expenses of teach- 
ing his school, to say nothing of the 
private needs of his family and his 
business. Added to all this is the fact 
that the state is not acting in good 
faith with the teachers in that, al- 
though it has provided by law for the 
monthly payment of teachers, and con- 
tracts with them to pay them promptly 
according to law, yet, notwithstand- 
ing all this, it has failed to provide 
any way to meet the conditions. This 
failure on the part of the state to do 
its duty by the teachers is subjecting 
them to many inconveniences and hard- 
ships.

IN FREIGHT RATES 


Shippers Win ‘Spokane-Reno 
Pacific Coast Cases, 


Decisions Affect All Freight 
Rates Between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts---Hereafter 
Shippers Will Benefit by the 
Long and Short Haul Clause. 


July 24.—In what are 
known as the Spokane-Reno-Pacific 
coast cases the interstate commerce 
commission today ordereq material re- 
duction in freight rates from the east 
to points between Denver and the 
western terminals of the great trans- 
continental railroads. 
Exactions ef Railroads, 

For many years the railroads have 
exacted from shippers to intermediate 
points such as Spokane and Reno, 
higher rates on eastern freights than 
are charged for the much longer hauls 
to Seattle, San Francisto and other 
coast points. The theory had been 
that the railroads must meet water 
competition to the Pacific coast. The 
higher rates to intermediate points, 
arbitrarily fixed, have been defended 
by a comparison with the coast rates, 
plus a theoretical back haul from the 
coast to the inland stations along the 
line. 

The commission recognizes the right 
of a railroad to meet water competi- 
tion to Pacific coast points, but prac- 
tically wipes out the back haul rates 
to inter-Rocky mountain territory. It 
lays down what it considers would be 
fair and just rates to various freight 
zones in the west and’ gives the rail- 
roads until October 16 to adjust their 
tariffs accordingly. 

No Arbitrary Market Limits. 

The commission also lays down the 
important principle that hereafter 
railroads will not be permitted to fix 
arbitrary market limits ang that here- 
after commercial conditions rather 
than the will of railway traffic man- 
agers shall control rates on trans- 
continental transportation. 

The decisions announced late today 
are of far-reaching importance. They 
affect directly all freight rates be- 
tween the Atlantic ocean and the Pa- 
cific ocean. Particularly they affect 
the rates in the territory lying be- 
tween Denver and Pacific coast points. 
Hereafter the rates paid by shippers 
will be governed by a sf¥ict interpre- 
tation of the long and short haul 
clause.

CASTRO PLAYING 
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FLYING DUTCHMAN 


He Is Scudding Along the Ven- 
ezuelan Coast Seeking 
Place to Land. 


Washington, July 24.—Cipriano Cas- 
tro, in the opinion of a diplomatic offi- 
cer who has given some study to the 
problem of locating the Venezuelan, is 
now a sort of “flying Dutchman,” 
making a desperate effort to reach a 
friendly port .n his native country. 
Apparently just as he nears his goal, 
he is turned back, not by storms, but 
by watchful guardians off the Vene- 
zuelan coast or warships of other na- 
tions which seek to prevent a renew‘al 
of his activity in his own country. 

According to this official, the basis 
for stories that Castro had landed in 
western Venezuela was the appearance 
off the little Dutch island of Aruba of 
the yacht Coronet flying the American 
flag. She sent a boat ashore under 
the pretense of buying supplies, but 
so limited were the purchases that it 
was evident the ship stoog in no great 
need of food. The lnhabitente report- 
ed the facts to the Dutch governor, 
but the vessel disappeared. 
| The Coronet next appeared ‘well up 
in the Gulf of Maracaibo, at a point 
well suited: for landing a party. The 
governor of the province’ started an 
investigation, but again the vessel 
disappeared. However, it was report- 
ed that ample opportunity had been 
had for Castro, if aboard, to have com- 
municated with some of his lieuten- 
ants ashore, or if ashore himself, to 
have gotten word to the ship: Now a 
careful search has been made of the 
entire Goajiri peninsula, the Vene- 
zuelans have satisfieqd themselves that 
Castro is not there and the belief pre- 
vails that he is still afloat some- 
where.

PRIZE FOR LAWLESSNESS 
EASILY TAKEN BY HAITI 


New York, July 24.—‘“I have been in 
many. corners of the world, but Halti 
is the most lawless country I ever 
saw.” 

This is the summing up of the situa- 
tion in Port-au-Prince given by Cap- 
tain Willey Arens, the German officer 
who brought the mysterious Haitien 
cruiser, Consu] Grostuck, across the 
ocean on her recent trip from Italy. 
On his arrival in New York Captain 
Arens said positively that General 
Cipriano Castro had not been either 
one of the crew or a passenger on 
the Consul Grostuck on the voyage 
from Italy. : 

“The voyage of the Consul Grostuck, 
with her leaky bollers, is one I shall 
not soon: forget,” he said. ‘The ship 
was in awful shape. Her funnels were 
rusted away at their base and her 
guns were well-nigh useless.

1907, was aired in the superior court 
before Judge Paul E. Seabrook today.

Work Started on the New Link 
on the North of Pace’s 
Ferry Road. 


Work was begun yesterday on the 
extension of Habersham #¢Drive from 
the point where it enters the Pace’s 
Ferry road northward, through the 
property of Robert F. Maddox and the 
Syndicate property owned by B. M.

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And He Charges It to Hale ol 
Postal Department, 


Former Millionaire Publisher of 
St. Louis Tells: How His Busi- 
ness Was Destroyed--He Says 
the Postal Department Acted 
From Vengeful Motives. 


By Jehn Corrigan, Jr. ; 
Washington, July 24.—(Special.)— 
E. G. Lewis, formerly millionaire pub- 
lisher of St: Louis, who charges the 
postoffice department’ with having, 
without cause, ruined his business, con- 
tinued ‘his testimony today before the 
Ashbrook investigating committee of 
the house. : | 

He told of an interview in Washington 
with the third assistant postmaster gen- 
eral tn which he Was assured he would 
be granted the: publishers’ rate again, 
but said that as. the result of certain 
newspaper publication concerning the 
outcome. of the affair and| reflecting on 
the postoffice department postoffice in- 
spectors were again put on his trail 
and dénied him his rights through re- 
venge. 

The story was told with a wealth of 
detail. It contained matter which has 
not hitherto been made public, 
seemed to interest the members of the 
committee a great. deal. It has to do 
with events occurring in September, 
1907, when the panic was beginning 
to break over the country.’ In March, 
of that year, the Lewis publications 
ha’ been excluded from the mails. 

What Cortelyou Said to Lewis. 

Mr. Cortelyou issued the order before 
leaving the position of postmaster 
general to become secretary of the 
treasury, on March 4, of that year. 
During. the summer the Lewis publica- 
tion had suspended and ‘the business 
was at a standstill. 

“In the’ 
1907," said Lewis, in substance, “I’*’went 
down to New York. I happened to 
cross over from’ the Belmont hotel to 
the Manhattan one night. I went in 
and saw Mr. Cortelyou seated at a 
table with several other gentlemen. 

“I guppose Cortelyou was in New 
York in connection with some phase of 
‘the: panic. Cortelyou nodded to me 
and I nodded to him. A little while 
after Cortelyou left the gentlemen he 
was with and. came. over to me. He 
expressed regret at ail that happened 
between the postoffice department and 
myself. He then said that if I would 
g0 .down to Washington everything, 
would be straightened out. 

“I told him that if there was a 
chance . of straightening things out 
and restoring me my business, that! 
chance depended on quick action. This 
was because October is a month when 
advertising contracts are made. I felt 
that if I coulg.get out my October is- 
sue securely I might be able to hold 
my advertisers and, in short, get a 
good start at re-establishing the busi- 
ness.

assistant postmaster general, Mr. Law- 
shee. This gentleman was very cor- 
dial and said he was not responsible 
for the past and did not want that re- 
sponsibility on his shoulders. He as- 
sured me al] feeling had gone out of 
the matter. I prepared my applica- 
tion for re-entry to the second-class 
mail privilege by and with his care- 
ful advice. He positively assured me 
that I would be granteg the publish- 
ers’ mail rate again. Upon that as- 
| surance I telegraphed orders to St. 

Louis for getting out the October issue 
and started for home. 

“When I got to Cincinnati I picked 
up the morning papers and found a 
long account on the ¢irst pages to the 
effect, ‘Lewis wins out against the 
government, and so on’. I call atten- 
tion to this, for I beHeve it is the sole 
explanation of what happened after- 
wards—that the government people 
thought I had inspired such a story— 
and in revenge used theix power 
against me again. 

“Arriving in St. Louis, I filed the 
‘application for re-entry and fully sup- 
posed it would be recognized. Instead, 
another company of postoffice inspec- 
tors descended upon my plant. Their 
investigations lasted several weeks. 
My October issue did not go out, and 
was sold for waste paper. Nor did the 
November or December issues go out. 


His Basiness Ruined. 


“Late in December a decision was is- 
sued reopening the mails to me, and 
my January number was the first to 
circulate. Then it was too late. Com- 
petitors had gotten my business. Ad- 
vertisers had dropped away from me. 
Among the public the idea existed that 
the hand of the government was raised 
| against me. When an old subscriber 
|was approached, he would -say, ‘Oh, 
that’s the paper put of business by 
the fraud order.’ It was the last and 
finishing biow.” 

Lewis’ account was broken by nau- 
merous questions, but the above is 
practically a verbatim account of his 
essential testimony. He contended that 
the paper, as issued when readmitted, 
was the same paper and distributed 
the same way as the magazines cast 
out of the mails in March, 1907. He 
ingisted that at all times he had as- 
serted his purpose of obeyifig the law, 
but that at no time could he get the 
postoffice department to tell him what 
ithe requirements were. Representa- 
| tive Austin, republican member of the 
jcommittee. declared he would produce 
much evidence to controvert important 
istatements by Lewis. The committee 
will take up the case again on Wed- 


nesday.

_ BADLY NEEDED 


Bill Will Be Introduced tp Au- 
thorize Inspection of | 


Factories. 
One of the most “Important bills 
which the legislature will be called 


upon to consi@er at this session is that 
which authorizes the pure food in- 
Spector and the agricultural depart- 
ment to inspect food producing ¢8- 
tablishments and to enforce sanitary 
conditions therein. 

The bill is now being drawn up by P. 
A. Methvin, state food inspector, and 
will probably be introduced in both 
houses within the next two or three 
days. 

Mr. Methvin and the other officials 
of the agricultural department have 
tried to have the measure passed at 
two aifferent sessions of the legisla- 
ture by it has always been sidetracked 
for something else. 

The measure provides that the in- 
spector shall have supervision of bak- 
eries, hotels, restaurants, candy fac- 
torles, meat markets and all other food 
producing establishments and _ shall 
have power to regulate the health of 
employees of such places. 

At present the inspector has no au- 
thority whatever to compel an observ- 
ance of the most ordinary rules of san- 
itation and the result is that food may 
be prepared under any kind of unsan- 
itary conditions and must be passed by 
the inspector if it does not show the 
effects of it. 

“This bill would be passed, and that 
right now,” said Mr. Methvin, “if these 
legislators coulg go into a few of the 
places and see how some of the food 
they eat every day Is prepared. 

“While I knew I had no authority 
to do go I challenged a manufacturer 
of a food product one day because of 
the unsanitary condition of his prem- 
ises 1nd he demanded that I show my 
authority o1:. get out. I had no au- 
thority to compel him to clean up his 
place so I had to leave him alone.” 
The bill provides a fine of $10 to $50 
for the first offense, $50 to $100 for the 
second and $200 and imprisonment for 
third not less than thirty days for 
succeeding violations.
